Asalſo inthe 22..of Tune following , was 
Guy Fawlkes ſent out of Flaunders., by Bald- 
Wine the Ieſuite, by Sir V//ulliam Stanley , and 
Hugh Owen aboutthe ſame Treaſon, and by 
Letters from Baldwine dire&ted and com- 
mended to Creſwelthe Legier Ieſuit in Spaine, 
tor rhe procuring of his diſpatch,asinthe for- 
mer Arraignement hath beene declared. In 
tueiamelknne doeth Garnetthe $ uperiour,to- 
gether with Gerrard and other Iefuites and

In lanmarie tathe firſt yeereot his Maielty, 
Garnet tooke Quita general Pardon vnder the 
great Seale of England, ot all treaſons, which 
Pardon his Maicttie of his grace gramed to- 
all men ar lus fult entrancetato his kingdom, 
vuder the name of Henry Garnet ot London 
Gent. but therein he neuer vied any ot his 4- 
lias diftus Walley , Farmer, or any other-ot his 
tained names. But Catesby tearing lelt any of

They all were confeſled , had abſolution, 
and recaued thereupon the- Sacrament , by 
the hands of Gerrardthelcſuite then preſent.

And at Midſummer Catesby haumg ſpeach 
with Garnet ofthe Powder-treaſon ; they ſaid

oulneſle exccede theirs, we muſt not expett to be 
hcires ofcternity. It will belong before ſome of 
you can proteſt with Pas/, that you arc mwunat, 
cleane & pure fromall mens blood , or with Gre- 
gorie to Mauritius the Emperour, that heewould

For who knoweth not, 
that when malice taketh hold of humour only, as 
fire doeth of ſtraw, though it cauſe a great blaze 
at the firſt kindehing , yer ir is quickly ſpent, and 
onely the ſmoake remaines 4 a When irc taketh 
hold of conſcience, as fire doeth of ſtecle , @uod 
tarde acquiſinit dia retinet,then ſuch marks are mo- 
numents.

Burifitwere not vnpoſ(- 
ſible (which now I finde with griete ofheart)for 
any one ſparke of Loyaltie to linein an Ocean of 
immoderate and exorbitant affeQions ; ſurely TI 
ſhould haue expeRed from' you and your friends 
M.Garnet, effe&es of better {inclinations toward

The'firftmo- 
tive ofthe tranſlating of rhe Weſterne Empire 
into the Eaſt , as Socrates reports, was chiefely to 
this end, vt vulneraqueerant atyrann inflicta, ills 
iam ſublats' tollerentur ; forthe cure-of thoſe 
wounds which were giuen by tvfatits, now that 
they were rid out of the way. Men liked of -this, 
and commended the diſcourſe that vrged ir, till 
experience, os rms with rheir owne diſaſters, 
made them finde , that, of both extreames;;'it1s 
better toadmit an outward diſtemper, then an in- 
ward combuſtion. Theebbe hath nor bin grea- 


ter by the wayning of the Empire, then the flood” 


hath beeve ex conſequente by the waxing of the 
Church : vvhich finding that the beames' are

(which was is obiefio ) to the Papacie. Gratian in 
theyeere 380, and Honorins in the yere 406. con- 
firmedit. Theodoſius and Yalentinian were plea- 
ſed for encreaſe of fauour , that Pricſtsalſo in lieu 
of Ciuil! Indges, mighr take their triall before 
Biſhops, if the parties intereſſed in the cauſe could 
bee ſatisfied. Tnftinian more reſeruedly then his 
Anteceſſors , expounds the meaning of thegrant 
of matters onely appertaining to the Church, nor 
otherwiſe , and for his labourrecciueth a wipeat 
the hands of Bellaywine, Heraclius exemprerh Bi- 
ſhops and Prieſts abſolutcly-from all Courts,ex- 
cepting onely that of Delegates from rhe Empe- 
rour. But Geiccierdine no Lutherane_ Or Zuin- 
elien, as many tearme perſons ofa diners mdge- 
ment in our dayes, but a Romance Catholicke ; no 
Germaye or Heluetian, but an Htalian; no Simpleſt, 
but a man as deepely learned , as diſcreetly iudi- 
cious, obſerueth, Thatthough ſomedarke cloud 
had ouercaſt a portion of the beames Imperiall 
inthe higheſt ſphere, yer ill this time of the tran- 
flation of the Seat to Coniantinople, and a good 
{pace after, many tokens both of humble reue- 
rence, and reſpeQiue regard to the Ciuill ſtate, 
Were cuident. For the Popes without admirrance 
either of the Emperours themfſelues , or of their 
Licutenants called Exarches, aſcend not ro rhe

They drew back obedience from Licutcnantgo- 
ucrnours, Who gaſping ( almoſt at: the very laft 
point)for breath, could light vpon no true cordr- 
al to comfort thcm,poſts could:noc ply fo faft be« 
rWeene Rome & Conſiantinople , as occaſion of ftare 
did vrge; and beſide, which ts the moſt defperare 
effe&t of adeclimng fortunc,meſſengers were'em> 
ployed oftentimeswith intercefsion,but returned 
cuer without 3 diſpurations. were lame,. 
expcQations idle, afteQions rautnous. = 
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| Andthough I findebythe beſt writers, that du- 
ring this umeof ſtaggering, ſolongasany ſparke 
ofhope could liue either of ſecure defence, or 
timely and ſufficicart ſupplies}, the Biſhops cnde- 
uoured their beſt ro preſerue the life of loyaltic 
in the breaſt of fcare: Yerat the laſt the Ciuill 
_ ſtate declining,the Church fainting,andall hope 
languiſhing, when both Peeres and Biſhops Wa- 
ſted like 1mages of waxe aperit few,felt the fury al- 
well ofthe domeſtical, as the forraine ſword,and 
waxed weary of the fruitleſſe comforts thatwere 
ſcatout of the Eaſt 3 they reſolued ioyntly ro call 
in their nexrneighbours theFrench for proteQ1- 
on; Who were able to defend them with a ſtron- 
gerarme, a quicker diſpatch , anda berter purſe 
then this ſunke eſtate ſurrounded with an Oce- 
anof incurable extremities, That there wanted 
inthe Pope both then and cuer ſince, affeion,in- 
ucntion,orexpcdition,to raiſe Rome once againe, 
though in another element,ex Albe rainis,to draw 
their gencration of greatnefle, our of the corrup- 
tion ofpower, and romake their beſt aduantage 
- oftheir errours that were wont to gine them a 
commanding checke, they may belecue that find 
no. groundes of 1udgement of experience and 
trueth ro conceiue otherwiſe, For being put in- 
to pine this long deſired and lately plan- 
ted Emperour, of aſatisfaftion borh forprofite 
and for power proportionable to the paines 
* Whichthey had taken,Cum ſudore vultus &> tremo- 
re cordys,aboutthe neweſtabliſhment, they found

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other meanes to multiply their —__ 
dite cucry day,by taking ſure hold ofopportii 

tic, which being loſt with ideneſſe, returnesno- 
more toexpeQation. They beganthen to eſta- 
bliſktheir eſtares in thar height offecarity, from 
the frownes of predominant commands ,; which 
many of their predeceſſors had eagerly apprehen- 
ded, Tanquam ſpadomulierens amplexans, & ſuſþi- 
rans (as the Prophet ſpeakes ſignificantly in an- 
otherpoint) but yerfailed of the'finall ſcopeand

reward of their induſtry, CTY 
The ſtrongeſt adamant that- drew reuerence 
and loueto the Church of Rome inthe firſt ſpring 
of Religion, was the conſtancieoffo many godly

- teredtheplants of their profeſsion, deſiring ra- 
_ therrodie with honour, then ro deny with infa- 
mie, 'Refide, 1t is certaine, that during the ſhorr 
tune oftheir fitting 1n that Sear,their chicfeſt end 
was tobinde Subies to Superiors With ſo'great 
obedience, & Superiors to Subic&s With ſogreat 
conſcience, as x 4m men wete eſteemed both 
moſt godlyand moſt happy, that were either in- 
fpired with therr pictie,” or grounded vpon their 
principles. S. Peters Gally might very well hold 
on aconſtant and happy courſe for awhile after 
the maine ſtroke of oares did ceaſe, rhatWas ſet 
out atthe firſt with the force and induſtry'of fo 
many vyorthy Mariners , as made for no other 
port then heauen: which obſeruation cannot bee 
thought ſtrange , by men thatynderſtand _—_— 
ar 
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hard or almoſt vnpoſzible ir1s for onePrincerhax 
is humorous , ſucceeding many that were godly 
and Ludicious, to worke vpon theſuddaine any 
dangerous effect, by countermotionor oppoliti« | 
ontothe ſpheares of the former goueramenc. .- 
For to the railing of this height vpon the foun- 
dation of Religion and Integritie, ſome broughe 
ſtone, ſame timber , fome lime, fome ſand, and 
ſome gaue their owne labour and direftion gre 
14: eucry one affording ſupplies and helpes ac- 
cording to the meaſure of their ſtrength, or the 
proportion of his abilitic. Bur after chat the Bi- 
ſhops beganto. finde the ſtrength of their owne 
Eſtates by remoues of Emperours,. and thac in 
ſicadot lintle eaſe, they got elbow roome; ic was 
2 mcane to make them ſtretch their armes, & ex- 
trend their forces into-Elements, which like Terrs ' 
inceguita, were before vaknowen torchem. : - 
Some of the moſt artificially and refinedly am- 
bitious, finding by the Rowanc hiſtories (as ir is 
probable) rharC &farwas neucr abſolucein pow- 
er, Prin{guan proteitatem pontificiam cumCefareapee 
tentia covinnxifct, hold it as found a courſe for 
them, ſeeking thelike in another climare, Ceſexce 
an. cum pontificts conmngere : making no doubt 
but as 1n- dbftrefothey had beene regarded with 
reucrence 3 {0 in Concrets, they mighrbee feared 
With obſeruatian, The necefiitie which infor- 
ced' all 1talians after the departure of Charlemaine, 
to m_ the Popegayd for common. defence: 
the ban atconſcience, which mooucd the grea- 
ter 
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ceflor : the ſecret intereſt which; the Pope had in 
many kingdomes, by the-merir& of his predece(- 
ſors, that did firſt ſead learned paſtors and do+ 
ors to preach vnto them redemption by: Chrii# 
crucified : the exerciſe of S.Pegers keyes, by bin- 
ding aud looſing finnesin akinde of excellencae, 
and ſuperemnencie aboue other Biſhops in all 

arrs of Chriſtendome : the conceir which was 
holdenns a Biſhops conſcience, whom the Ca» 
nons Will nor ſuffer to bee Solicitus de hijs que ſunt 
muniti, in companſon of any Secular authortrie, 
whoſe onely obic& is the ſcale of Longitudeand 
Latitude: the danger of offending one, whom 
the greateſt -parr- HINA wich ſtudious at- 
Þ ; 
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fKArons'to pleaſe: the ſubriſe Vnion of 'S.' Peters 
keyts with S, Pails fyyotd;ro this end; that while 
the one did openlocks,the other (likethatof nes 
hemias) mught cut off Kin a ': The great 
reuenucand:demaine , vvhich was annexedtco'S.. 
Peters chaire; firſt by the Charter af Charlemaine, 
and then by the great Counteſle Mawdes Legacy: 
Fhe Popcsarte-in contrining the manner of the 
choiſe of Emperours by the Corueſters of Gey- 
many, rather then. by occaſion of making their 
returnes to Rome Q, their teeth might bee ſer on- 
edge with afreſh appetite , to taſte of the forbid-

dignitic and ſecuritie. For-proofe whereof;T wiſh 
it may be rried by inquiſitto, whether Robert Gai- 
feardhaumng filched Paglie from the' ſacred Em- 
pire, tharis faire feather from a feeble bird, 
ſoughr not aftet*thatro-holdit of the Pope in fee;. 
And' whether Roger King of Sicily inthe yecre 
r130,poſſcfſed not himſelfe of tharkingdome by 
ſucharrick of /egier dumazne (for all was fiſh that 
came to-Peters net aboue that time ) and many 
his ſucceſſors inthat 'corruption-borh of conſci- 
ence andconuerſation, became now rather Piſca- 
tores Imperiorum quam hominum; Though the cen- 
ſure of 8, Paut extended onely ad interitum: carnis, 
but notpoſteritaths vel dradematrs.. 

After this ſome of themmounted tothat point 
of challenge, asthey were nor aſhamed to take 
vpon them the prerogatiue of ——— 
rors.

and may as fitly wonder at this armed Pope , as 
the Prior of Dareſme did of his Earled Biſhop, 0 
quam manifeſte iam exorbitat noiter Epiſcepus from 
formatus 4 veitigys Sancti Cuthberti { Vrbane With- 
. drewnort onely the perſons, but bonathe goods of 
the Cleargic from the trials of Ciuill Courts, In 
caſe of Treaſon-the Popes would ofrentunes hauc 
cxempred Biſhops from the Barre, though Prin-.

as a right by oY OR. PG : howſocuer at 
the Popes requeſt ſome of rhem haue bene pleaſed 
to-remitWrongs out of Indulgencic, Let Plating 
giue cuidence concerning ſtrange deuilſes vented, 
and plots vndertaken , to bring all the Princes of 
the world to hold their Crownes Ad placition,and 
in effcCt at the will of Peters Succeſſor.

*trueand lawfull To of Chreft ,and whom _— 
reuerenceas his Apoſtles ſucceſſors, )thar didab- 
ſolutely refuſe in the moſt ſeruile times to fub- 
ſcribe the: Popes priuatiue and, peremptorie cen- 
ſures againſt their owne' Soucraignes. , They did 
obſcrue their oathes of Loyaltic , out of the bond 
of Conſcience, without regard of Canonical ab- 
ſolution,8& neuer {krunke ypon threats or terrors 
that thundred at Romee , from the poſitiue Lawes 
and dueties of their. owne Countreys. They were 
not ignorant that-the high Pricſt inthe Law. was 
circundatns infirmitate , and bound by the Lawrto 
offer ſacrifice aſwell for his owne priuate finnes, 
as for the ſinnes of the multitude. They had read 
that S.Perer the firſt founder of the Church of 
Rome ,Was called Sarhan for giuing counſell (chat 
was not ſound)to- our-Sayiour after thebeſtow- 
ing of thole ticles of prerogatiue, which many 
vrge. . They finde him pinched nor behinde his 
backe, but reproued to his face by S.Pas!, for that 
hedid not holde aſtreight courſe for the propa- 
gation of the faith; -They learned of an Apolile, 
0 tarreonly cofollow.others, asthey w crefound 
ro follow Chriſt. They heard that many Popes had 
reuoked their firſt ceaſures vpon better informa- 
tion : that «Alexander the third. gaue free libertie 
tothe Archbiſhopof Revenns of abſtinence from 
fatisfation to his owne Aireftions , ſo.as withall 
he gaue thereaſon which moued himto abſtein; 
Andthat CAdriex himſelfe entor cerh not obedi-

ence menente dabio , ſo long as the point was ig 
queſtion, ortrauerſed, They were greatly moo. 
ucd with the preſedents of thoſe religious and 
| faithfull audicors at Theſſalopice', that examined

' the better triall of the doQrine an its ſe haberext, 
Whether they were vouched in aright andproper 
ſenceorno. Laſt ofall, becauſe tney found the _ 
riviledge ofnor erring in the Pope to be litnitred 
by the x rents themſelves, to matter of faith, 
not of polcie, and to be rather cathedrall then 
petſonall , It was a courſe familiar and'yſuall a- 
mong many graue Biſhops of that age , to exa- 
mine Papalt cenſures aſwell by the ſtandard of 
Gods'word ,as by the weights ofthe Confiſtory, 
and ſo farre bnely to gimewayro inſurgent turiſ- 
diction, as itmight not at the iſſue ofcheir lines 
vnhappily fall our to'them i» ſingal/tum cords, that 
"they ar run counter.” If they haue either cauſe 
or colour to'thallenge aty one or more of this 
Iurie that is empanelled ex hominibus legalibus for 
rriall ofthis potntin queſtion , aspreiudiciall ey- -

Garnet) then your ſelfe, 
by vyhat Writ true men are vvarranted ## poculs 
quod nobis.-miſcuiſtts , miſcere vobis duplum , to owe 
you double mcaſure of the draught yyhich you

and proportions, Without {waruing too farreon 
cither hand, (becauſe he nuſt ever E iniquis dig-

to Wipe aWay the wrong which hath bin-done ro 
him, (and hereaftermay by falſe aſperſtons, from

But howleng1s it, I pray you, M.Gerner, ſince

blow vp by your Powder-plots into a higher re- 
gion,then that wherein his Throne was by G o Þ 
eſtabliſhed , rogether with thoſe very Walles, 
which as I findeby ancient Record, were firſt by 
the holy Confeſſor $ Edward rayſcd, of whoſe 
Familic his Maieſtic deſcendes, that one King 
 mightbee buried, and the chiefe of his race, de- 
ſtroyed within the compaſle of one Monument. 
But howſocuer 2M. Garnet was willing to forget 
that this place was once ſanQtified for a refuge

vnhappy: end : eſpecially for ſeekingthe golden 
Fleece,not by taſons merit, but by Medeas ſorcery. 
To conclude,wemaylearne ofthe Wiſeman, 
Thartherecan be neither wiſdome, nor counſell 
againſt God, The ribbes of a crazed veſſell arc 
roo Weake to bruſe'the Rocke which they ruſh 
vpon. Wee ſpurre Aﬀes to.no*purpoſe , when 
Gods Angel is ad oppoſtum. lacob hauing ſhrunke 
a ſinewe , halted all the dayes of his life, after he 
 Wreſtled ſolongand ro fo litle purpoſe with God 
omnipotent. 'Men are'ſure'to gaine no more 
then their oawne ſmart, that kicke againſt rhe 
thorne: In ſuch actempts iris neither in him that 
nj 50h Ece 2 willcs,

ſhewes mercy to thoſe that dire themſelues ac- 
cording to diſcipline : for Sortes mittuntar in Si- 
num, Thelotts arc caſt into the Jap, but itis God .
